possible key to puzzles that have dbtied every 
other attempt at solution. His pn>posaU for the 
settlement of the repsrationa problem are now 
rei»rted to be under the careful serutiny of the' 
British Foreign Office. 

In hit comprehensive plan the South African 
Prime Minister lays stress upon the nece-wity of 
approaching the whole ipiesliuii primarily from 
the •psyehologieal point of view by studying the 
Herman mind and hasiiig all propo.sals on the 
probable reaction of Herman mentality thereto. 
To a certain degree, therefore, this would explain 
his recommendation of the s«‘heme fathered by 
the League of Nations—a scheme, by the way. 
thoroughly successful in the case of .Vustria. 

Whether Premier Smuts will find support 
in Britain to his suggestion that the claims 
against Hermany should he taken oii't of the 
hanils of the Allies will remain a matter for 
eonjeeturc until some official pronouncement 
shall have been made by the Foreign Office. It is 
fairly safe to say that quite a eoiisiderahle amount 
of missionary work would have to he earfied 
on in France before either Hovernmeiit or people 
would be preparetl to turn the winde liusiness 
over to the League of Nations—which is the basis 
of the iiyouth African Premier's proposal. 

The French Hovernmeiit already has been pre¬ 
sented with a copy of the proposal in qiie.stion: 
hut it is loo early to ^xpi'ct a pronouncement 
from the (jiiai d'Orsay. It can he taken for 
granted, however, that that part of the' scheme 
which is intended to create a separate Khineland 
state and a sejiarate Heieh having the same politi¬ 
cal relations to the (iermaii republic as have 
Prussia and Bavaria, hut with special eeonomie 
relations towards France, will- probably receive 
almost immediate approval among the people as 
well as by the Government. For there is obviously 
ail im|Mwtaiit psychological eonsiileration re- 


sioiMt and other provision fur our 
are hardly the obligations of a sponger. 

Surely it is time for levs exaggeration in 
both extremes. We are not going to ignore fun- 
damentalv in the matter of defence or anything 
else that touches upon or has relation to Empire 
unity and f'anailian nationhood. But the hot and 
cold -Montreal Star is helping to do nothing.

on^ conviction la the Steele case. In 
sentence on Steele His 
Lordship pointed out that the 
leniency of the term Imposed was 
due solely to the recofwnendation to 
mercy of the jury In that case. Ths 
lightness of the sentence could not 
be taken. His Lordship wished it 
clearly understood, as any precedent 
In a matter that concerned a serious 
breach of the criminal code. 

The morning session of the Court 
was devoted to the conclusion of ths 
Thorps bearing, and featured by a 
brilliant address on the part of K. C. 
Lowe, appearing with W. C. Moresby 
for the accused Thorpe. Mr. Lows 
urged that the aceueed had exerclai^ 
ths Judgment which would have been 
that of any normal person under ths 
earns chain of circumstances. In a 
brief reply Oscar C Baas for the 
Crown urged that the sole question 
before the Jury was whether or not 
the accused bad been guilty of an 
umlaslon of a legal duty. 

In a careful and Extended charge 
to the jury Mr. Justice Murphy dealt 
with the elenaents of the ease, and 
paid great attention to the state¬ 
ments made by each witness. There 
was no doubt, he stated, that some 
of the party at ths Finnegan and 
Roscamp homes had been Indulging 
In sn orgy of drinking, but that was 
not to be allowed to reflect qn the 
accused beyond showing that the op¬ 
portunity of taking drink was present, 
whether It was exercised or not.
